New York's new Chamber of Commerce, the dedication of which in the fall may bring the Prince of Wales to the United 
States, is already under way at the corner of Liberty street and Liberty place, on the site of the old Real Estate Exchange. 
It is to be of monumental design, four stories high, and of white Vermont marble. - 

_ The first floor, which will be five steps s .ove the street level, is designed to be used as a banking room, and will have a 
separate entrance. The main entrance will be at the left, and will open into a large vestibule, which in turn admits past the ele- 
vators into a monumental hall and stairway, twenty feet wide and eighty feet long, extending through two stories. 

The main room, or Chamber of Commerce, will occupy the entire second floor, except the space taken by the stairway, 
and will be ninety feet in length, sixty feet in width, and thirty feet’ in height. There will be no windows in the lower part, the 
light being admitted through a large skylight, which opens into a court, extending to the roof. 
twenty feet above the floor. This somewhat unusual treatment was demanded by the large wall space necessary for hanging 
the portraits which the chamber has been collecting for many years. : | ;

The industrial department of the Civic 
federation, he said, although only two years 
old, had settled seven strikes in three months 
and prevented two strikes which would have 
rendered idle more than 200,000 men. Sen- 
ator Hanna stated that he had first become

The case presents 
two Interesting and important questions for 
consideration -by the court. The statement 
in the brief filed in support of the petition 
shows that in February, 1899, Henry D. Cable 
applied for a policy of $50,000 in the United 
States company, and it was tendered to him 
on the 2ist of that month. He declined it 
then, saying he wanited to investigate the 
condition of the company, and would be 
guided by a friend named Lord, who had also 
applied for a policy. 

Three days later Cable fell ill with pneu- 
monia, and on the 27th the company’s agent 
called on Lord: He wa's asked for Cable’s 
policy, and gave it to Lord, asking, ‘‘ Is Cable 
all right?’’ Lord replied: ‘‘ No, he has beem 
sick two or thfee days, but is no worse than 
he has been for the last forty-eight hours.”’ 
Cable died and his widow sued in the Superior 
Court of Cook County,-Ill., to recover the 
amount of the policy, and later on the same 
day the company sued in the Circuit Court 
of the United Staites for the Northern Dis- 
trict of Illinois for an injunction to restrain 
Mrs. Cable from prosecuting any action on 
the policy, and also forits cancelation. 

Two questions of special importance are:

Urged by Mrs. Abbie L. Hunter, whose 
husband, E. R. Hunter, was murdered mys-. 
teriously seven years ago, the police have 
dug up the indictments returned at that time 
and on them have arrested John Bates and 
hope to arrest Frank Williams and Frank 
Lovell, his alleged partners in the crime. 

E. R. Hunter, stockman and cattle broker, 
rushed out of his office in the Union Stock- 
Yards late one afternoon seven years ago, 
his face covered with blood. He staggered 
into the hands of the janitor, yelling: “* Did 
you see him?’’ Six hours later he died, giving 
no further clew to the murder and no further 
clew has been found since, save that a man 
named Frank Lovell had been indicted 
through the testimony of Hunter and was 
supposed to have a grudge against Lovell 
for that reason. 

Mrs. Hunter began to work for the arrest 
of the guilty parties. Through her endeavors 
Jacob Gohlman—since dead—told of an agree- 
ment between Lovell, Bates, Williams, and 
himself ts ‘‘do’’ Hunter. Acting on this all 
were indicted at that time, and Lovell and 
Gohlman were arrested. Bates, who has 
a long police record, was in Joliet when 
Gohlman confessed, and Williams had dis- 
appeared. No further evidence was found. 

Four days after State’s Attorney Deneen 
took his’ office every record in the case was 
stolen and no clew to the thief was ever dis- 


covered. 


Bates, under one of his aliases, reappeared 
three years ago as an escaped prisoner from 
the Animosa penitentiary in Iowa. He optned 
a store in West Sixty-third street, near 
Union avenue. There he lived undisturbed 
until his presence was discovered by Mrs. 
Hunter. ian 

* No matter what may come of the present.

INDIAN BILL 1S PASSED 


SENATE GIVES ITS APPROVAL TO 


THE APPROPRIATION. 


Chinese Exclusion Again Taken Up 
and Fairbanks of Indiana Makes a 
Speech in §upport of the Measure— 
Need of Keeping Out Cheap Labor 
Explained—Peril to the American 
Family Seen in the Admission of 
Orientals. 


the Indian appropriation bill today the Sen- 
ate considered the Chinese exclusion meas- 
ure for nearly three hours. 

The principal speech of the session was 
made by Mr. Fairbanks of Indiana, in support 
of the bill. He analyzed its provisions to dem- 
onstrate that they were not in contravention 

of the treaty with China and discussed at 
length the right of Congress to enact exclu- 
sion legislation. He maintained that it was 


protect its labor against such low priced labor 
as would come to the United States from 
China. 

‘That American labor is displaced by the 
admission of Chinese labor, and that the op- 
portunity of American labor is curtailed to 
the extent that Chinese labor is introduced, 
Chinese do not 
harmonize with'us. Upon their admission 
they become an undigested and undigestable 
mass. A most serious objection to the ad- 
mission of. Chinese laborers is the general 
disregard with the home relation with all of 
its humanizing and ennobling influences, 

‘The American home is indeed the unit of 
the republic. Abolish the American home 
and the days of the republic are numbered. 
Immigration which ignores this great poten- 
tial fact is a serious menace and is not to be 
desired.’’ 

An extended debate-upon sorne of the pro- 
visions of the pending bill followed Mr. Fair- 
banks’ speech. Mr. Gallinger [N. H.] and 
Mr. Platt [Conn.] indicated their belief that 
the provisions of the measure relating to the 
exempted classes were in contravention of 
treaty obligations to China. Mr. Lodge, Mr. 
Penrose, and Mr, Fairbanks combated this 
view. 

The Chinese exclusion bill was under con- 
sideration in the House throughout*today, 
general debate being closed. Without ex- 
ception the speeches were favorable to rigid 
exclusion, and expressed the feeling of re- 
pugnance to the Chinese. Mr. Kahn of Cal- 
ifornia, the author of the bill, was gratified 
during the day at reaching an understanding 
by which most of the amendments proposed 
by the Pacific coast people will be accepted 
by the committee. This probably will lead 
to the withdrawal of the minority bill and th¢ 
passage of the majority measure. The only 
amendment at issue is on the sailors’ clause, 
and this is to be submitted to a vote. 


EXPLOSION IN A BIG FACTORY. 


Piston Head and Cylinder of Huge En-. 


giae Blow Out in Sewing Machine 
Works at Belvidere, Ill. 


Belvidere, Ill.,: April 5.—[{Special.]—The 


_ piston ‘head and cylinder of the 400-horse 


power engine at the works of the National 
Sewing Machine company blew out today, 
causing the suspension of work and throw- 
ing out of employment 800 men. The acci- 
,cent was caused by the breaking of the 
‘piston rod. The piston head and rod, weigh- 
ing 800 pounds, were hurled through the 
side of the building and forty feet into the 
street, accompanied by fragments of the 
wrecked cylinder, weighing from ten to 
fifty pounds. Engineer James Thompson 
and A. J. Thompson were nearly smothered 
by steam.

Safe at Pennyille, Ind., 
Is Not Heard. 


MEN AND BOOTY VANISH. 


| Bank Keplaces $8,200 in Time | 


for Business—Nebraska In- 
stitution Is Looted. 
BLOODHOUNDS ON TRAIL. 


Portland, Ind., April &.—[Special.]—Rob- 
bers who blew open the currency safe in the 
Bank of Pennville, twelve miles from here, 
early this morning, escaped with $3,200, and, 
although scores of citizens were awakened 
by the explosion, no one suspected its mean- 
ing, and no one has been found who saw the 
robbers during their visit.to the town. ; 

The crime first became known at 6 o'clock, 
when Thomas J. Cartwright saw that a 
blacksmith shop near the bank had been 
ransacked, and’ he informed Cashier John 8. 
Emmons, suspecting that something might 
be wrong at the bank. 

There are two safes in the bank, one used 
for papers and books and the other for the 
currency. ‘The robbers knew which one to 
break. They forced the first two doors with 
tools stolen out of the blacksmith shop and 
blew off the third one, having @ combination 
time lock, with nitroglycerin. The explosion 
sent fragments of the door through the front 
of the building, which is a two-story frame 
structure. 

Small Coin Strewm on Floor, 

In leaving, the robbers dropped and scat- 
tered over the floor $200 in small coin, and in 
the vault which had been burglarized were 
left partially burned fragments of a number 
of bills of a large denomination. 

The explosion was heard by a number of 
persons living near the bank, but none had 
any idea other than that it was some oil 
or gas well which was being shot. 

How or when the robbersireached Pennville 
or got away isa mystery, there being nothing 
left behind them but a drill and a large black 
bottle which had evidently contained whisky. 

The stockholders of the bank were noti- 
fied, and at 9 o'clock officers from Hartford 
City arrived with $5,000 im currency and the 
payment of money was resumed ae if nothing 
had occurred. The bank is a private insti- 
tion. It carries deposits amounting to $110,- 
000, but keeps its government bonds and val- 
uables in the Blackford County Bank at 
Hartford City and its surplus money in the 
same bank and: the People’s Bank of Port- 
land. The bank hardly ever has more than 
an average of $5,000 on hand at any one time. 
The institution is fully insured against 
burglary. | 

Big Haul by Nebraska Bandits. 

Beatrice, Neb., April 5.—The State Bank 
at Ruskin, Neb., was robbed of $16,000 at 
midnight last night. The robbers, supposed 
to be five in number, gained entrance by 
prying up a window and then opening the 
front doors.

The two trails finally united about a mile 
west of Ruskin, where the entire party had 
mounted horses. The dogs are still ona trail 
in a westerly direction’, and it is thought the 
robbers were riding in an effort to rearth the 
main line of the railroad toward Denver.

PARIS, April 5.—The ninth general elec- 
tion since the downfall of the empire in 1870 
will take place on Sunday, April 27. Never 
before have political parties been so numer- 
ous, and never before have there been so 
many candidates. 
The French law requires that before can- 
didates can address their constituents either 
by word of mouth or by the aid of the printer 
they must make declarations of their pollti- 
eal faith at the town hall. The catalogue is 
already bewildering. In Paris alone the 
cardidates represent twenty-two distinct 
parties, the leading ones being the National- 
ist, Conservative, Pl¢biscitary, Royalist, 
Bonapartist, Republic Liberal, Collectivist, 
Progressive Radical, Radical, Socialist, and 
five different stripes of Socialists. Then 
there are specialized parties such as the 
Anti-Semites and Anarchists of varied hues. 


Innumerable variations are rung by joining 


together two styles with a hyphen, such as 
the Plebiscitary-Revolutionists or the Free- 
Thinking Anarchists. | 

Paris counts already 179 candidates, and 
the number of deciarations of political faith 
in the departments exceeds 1,000. The streets 
and buildings of Paris yesterday were cov- 
ered with electioneering posters, and gutter 
snipe of every imaginable color and com- 
bination of color, blue, green, red, yellow, 
violet, and orange placards fairly dazzle the 
eyes. 


Nationalists Violate Law. 
The Nationalists opened the ball with tri- 
colored posters of red, white, and blue, 
which is an infringement of the law prohib- 
iting the use of the Frénch flag or the French | 
national colors for electioneering or adver- | 
tising purposes, and makes the offender lia- 
ble to a fine of 50 francs of $10 for every 
poster.

New Motor War Car Built for Military 
_ Service Described—Carries Three 
Machine Guns. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, April 5.—Sims’ motor war car, 
equipped with armor plates and a number of 
guns and described as a sort of land battle- 
ship, was made to his order by Messrs. Vick- 
ers’ Sons.& Maxim. The frame of the car 
is rectangular and of heavy steel. The chan- 
| nels of the “U”" section and the cross and 
side strains are tied and braced to perfect 
rigidity. The car supports a maximum load 
of twelve tons. Its overajl dimensions are

' rates of speed, one-half mile, and three, five, 
-and nine miles per hour, which can be in- 
creased by 25 per cent by an accelerator. 

The car is driven and steered by one man. 
Its hill-climbing capacity is recorded as one 
in seven and a half when fully loaded. The 
frame is entirely enveloped in Vickers stee! 
'gix millimeters thick. This screen is a crino- 
line-shaped ram fore and aft. The extreme 
length of the armor is twenty-eight feet.

‘ sar is an engineer by profes- 
sion, while Sir Ernest Satow 
is a member of the bar, and 
belonged to the consular 
service before his exception- 
al diplomatic skill led to his 
transfer to the “line” and 
to his appointment as envoy. 
The situation in the far East 
is exceedingly ominous.

That it brings Great Britain and the 
Muscovite Empire within a more measurable 
distance Of 2 War than at any moment since 
4878 cannot be denied. : 

England, by associating itself with Japan 
jp the Orient, has strengthened its position 
in that part of the world to a greater degree 
than it could have done by allying itself 
with any European power or with the United 
For in addition to the fact that 
it ig now able to call upon the services of 
the Mikado’s splendid navy, as well as upon 
his wonderfully up-to-date and effective 
army of some 600,000 men, it has won, by 
means of its understanding with Japan, the 
eonfidence ef the Chinese government and 
of the Chinese people to an extent enjoyed 
by no other Christian nation. The Chinese 
trust the Japanese as men of the same race, 
of the same creeds, and as a people who have 
gassics, traditions, and many other things in 
common with them. 
This confidence the Chinese are now extend- 

_ Ing to the English since the latter have iden- 
tified themselves with Japan, and it is prob- 
able that ere long China will either be 
brought into the Anglo-Japanese alliance on 
a footing of equality or else in the role ofa 
ward. Indeed, the Anglo-Japanese alliance 
is already pledged, in a measure, to the in- 
tegrity of the Chinese Empire, and it is in 
consequence of this that China is presenting 
guch a resolute front in declining to accede 
to the Czar’s demands for the virtual sur- 
render to him of Manchuria. | 

This attitude on the part of the Pekin 
government is justly ascribed to Japanese 
influence and also to that of England. In 
fact, Japanese influence is predominant in 

China just at present, and everywhere Eng- 
Jland looms in the rear of her Oriental ally. 

‘German and French military instructors and 
all other European employés of the Chinese 
government are being dismissed and their 
places taken by Japanese. .It is the latter 
who are reorganizing the army, the navy, 
and every other branch of public service, 
with the solitary exception of the customs 
department, which remains, as heretofore, 
in charge of the Englishman who first estab- 
lished it—namely: Sir Robert Hart, recently 

appointed by the Emperor and by the 

Dowager Empress to the post of guardian of 
the heir apparent. And it is generally un- 
derstood and reported that the English are 
doing everything in their power to encourage 
the Chinese to submit themselves to Japanese 
instruction and to place themselves under

remains to be seen. General Gordon of 
Khartum, Lord Wolseley, and others, who 
have studied the Chinese, have often waxed 
eloquent in their prediction about the mat- 
ter. Indeed, it looks as if China. with her 
teeming population of 400,000,000 and her 
boundless possibilities, were at last being 
awakened into life, progress, and vigor by a 
kindred nation of the same hue and race, 
backed and encouraged by Great Britain. 

HILE this alliance with 
' Japan thus vastly increases 
the strength of Great 
Britain in the fast East, en- 
dows it with a prestige 
which it never 
joyed,in China and Japan, 
and converts it in the eyes 
of these two nations into the 
most important and power- 
ful of all Christian states, it 
has had the. effect of sad- 
dling it with terrible respon- 
sibilities. She was forced to 
conclude this treaty with 
Japan in order to safeguard 
her commercial interests in 
China, The latter consti- 
tutes the largest market for 
British trade and industry 
on the face of the globe. 
Alone and without Japan England. would 
not have been able to retain this market. 
It would gradually have been frozen out of 
it through slice after slice of the Chinese 
Empire being annexed by some foreign 
power, and would have naturally hesitated 
to embark upon a war with, say, Germany, 
or perhaps Russia and France combined, for 
the mere sake of preventing their absorp- 
tion of some bit of the Chinese Empire. Al- 


lied to Japan England can now rely upon 


keeping the whole of China open to its 
trade and to the trade of the world. This is 
to her a vital issue. 

But the cost of this, and which she may be 
called upon at any moment to pay, is war 
with Russia. It is true that, according to the 
terms of the alliance which have been made 
public, England is only bound to come to 
the support of Japan in the event of her ally 
being confronted by more than one for- 
eign power. But in the joint note issued by 
the French and Russian governments the 
ather day by way of response to the menace 
contained in the terms of the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance, the latter was thoroughly given.to 
understand that in the event of any trouble 
Russia and France would be found acting to- 
gether. | | 

Now, neither King Edward nor any of his 
subjects is anxious for war with Russia or 
with France. The commercial and indus- 
trial relations of both these countries with 
England are so enormous that King, gov- 
ernment, and people in Great Britain would 
go to the most extreme lengths to avert any 
such conflict. Japan, however, is differently 
situated. Its people are not only anxious 
but even burning for war with Russia. And 
it: knows that both its army and its navy are 
thoroughly prepared for the conflict, and 
that every month the latter is delayed handi- 
caps it more heavily by giving time to Rus- 
sia to strengthen’ its defense&8 and to in- 
crease the size of-its army in eastern 
Siberia. | | , 

Japan's finances are in a deplorable con- 
dition, owing to its immense military and- 
naval expenditures and to the difficulty ex- 
perienced in forcing the heavily burdened 
people to pay their taxes. Every Japanese 
is convinced that sconer or later his coun- 
try will be forced to fight for its existence 
against Russia. But he knows, too, that he 
cannot stand the present financial strain 
much longer, and unless the Mikado soon 
relieves the tension by forcing on the war 
with Russia and getting it aver, it is pos- 
Sible that his people may resland compel

him to do so, even against his will. ,He may 
find himself obliged, indeed, to declare war 
upon the Czar in order to preserve himself 
from revolution. 

Count Matsukata, twice Premier, and for 
nearly fourteen years Ministe? of Finance 
in Japan, is now in this country on his way 
to England with a number of Japanese 
financiers with a view to negotiating a loan 
in London to temporarily relieve the finan- 
cial stress in Japan. But any loan which he 
may be able to obtain in England will at 
best only serve to delay for a few months; 
perhaps for a year, the threatened war. 


» APAN’S trouble with Rus- 
sia, as every one knows, Is 
on the subject of Corea. If 
Russia secures possession of 
the latter the existence of 
Japan as a nation will be 
threatened. For Corea is 
within easy striking dis- 
tance of Japan, and once 
Russia established there 
Japan would either end by 
being reduced to the posi- 
tlon of a vassal state, or 


pendence under the most dis- 
advantageous circum - 
stances. On the other hand. 
Russia does not get con- 
trol of Corea, and the 
Japanese become the -pre- 
dominant power. there, not 
only would the value of Port Arthur and 
other ports of Russia on the Pacific be re- 
duced to a minimum, but its entire Pacific 
seaboard would be at the. mercy of Japan. 
Russia needs Corea and canot do without 
it. Japan could dispense with the possession 
of Corea provided she had any assurance 
that Russia would obtain no foothold there. 
Butit cannot find any such insurance. For the 
treaty which Japan concluded with Russia in 
1898, by which the latter solemnly pledged 
itself to Japan to refrain from any interfer- 
ence in Corea, has been repeatedly violated in 
a sense inimical to Japanese interests. 
' That Russia looks for a conflict with Japan, 
and, incidentally, with Great Britain, at an 
early date is apparent from the haste with 
which she is hurrying troops, both by sea 
and by the Transsiberian road, to the Pacific 
coast, all ordinary freight and passenger 
traffic on the Transsiberian road having been 
suspended. Moreover, the Russian govern- 
ment has just obtained from a group of 
German financiers, headed by the house of 
Mendelssohn & Co. of Berlin, a loan of 300,- 
000,000 rubles, and is in negotiation for an- 
other loan of $100,000,000 at Paris. It is 
understood that in each case the money Is 
9 be devoted to military and naval expend- 
ture. 
Finally, matters have reached such a pass 
in European Russia, where revolution Is 
brewing everywhere and sanguinary en- 
counters between the police and the troops 
on one side and the students with the work- 
ing classes on the other are of almost daily 
occurrence in St. Petersburg, Moscow, War- 
saw, Kieff, and other big cities, that the 
‘Czar may ere long be forced to go to war 
with some great European power in order to 
divert popular attention from the internal 
_troubles by an appeal to that patriotism 
which has never been invoked in vain in 
Russia when in the face of a foe. 
Meanwhile, Paul Lessar, who possesses a 
more thorough acquaintance of the English, 
their character, and their aims, than any 
man in the Russian diplomatic service, is en- 
deavoring, while watchful of his country’s 


interests, to avoid everything that could pre- 


cipitate the threatened conflict, while Sir 
Ernest Satow,-who has a more profound 
knowledge of the Japanese and a greater in- 
fluence with them than any foreigner, is. 
while furthering their projects in China,

Some of the 
most eflicient and successful men of the detective force of the City of Chi- 
cago are the quietest and most unassuming, but they possess retentive 
memories of*names and faces, an acquired knowledge of criminals and 
their ways, and a tireless persistence in the following up of eclews. There 
is no imperative necessity for a large detective force if none but the most 
competent were appointed to that branch of the service. Unfortunately, no 
examination that can be devised under the civil service rules will bring 
the nieg best equipped for the detective service to the top of the eligible 
list. Keeping inefficient men out is no simple matter in itself, and I might 
go further-and say that it is far more of a strain on the head of the depart- 
ment ta do so than to obtain desirable material. 

It is a common belief that detectives derive their clews and their infor- 
mation from some occult and mysterious source. The handling by the 
writer of the correspondence of the detective bureau in this city for years 
robbed. the subject of much of its glamour.

‘but they both caught the Teutonic two days 


after. Before they could reach England, 
however, Stewart was hustling hotne aboard 
the Oceanic. The two men stopped at 
Queenstown, hired a tender, and went out to 
meet the Oceanic, and had a bundle of min- 
ute instructions as big as a log of wood, 


tossed to them. The next day they were at 


the Manchester works, and things had be- 
gun to happen. 


Fun Begins. 


Three weeks later Stewart, who had been 
collecting some of his best men and buying 
American appliances for handling work, was 
back in* Manchester. He brought ten young 
Americans, whom he had trained himself, 
and with them he sailed into the biggest 
fight of his life. For the next month he and 
his little band got about four hours’ sleep 
per night. They “ rushed’”’ things all day 
and spent half the night in discussing how 
they were to be rushed the next day. Stew- 
art slept fn a little hotel within a hundred 
His two men slept on 
the plans in the office. They were wor 
every morning at half-past 6. 

When the American took charge of affairs 
at Manchester there were 236 men on the 
job. In four weeks there were 2,500. Stew- 
art had an advertisement in each of the 
largest provincial papers saying that car- 
penters and bricklayers were wanted, and 
they came in from all over the country. As 
soon as @ man came in he was set to work. 
He got & fair trial, and if he was no good he 
was discharged. Every morning Stewart 
and two of his men made a complete tour of 
the work, and all three took notes of how 
things were progressing. Every gang of 
men that didn’t get ahead fast enough had 
an American foreman placed behind them. 
Every day’s work was carefully measured 
and compared with the record of the day 
before. If there was no improvement the 
contractor found out why. 


Biggest in the World. 


Before going any further, it may be well” © 


to give a few rather striking figures that tell 
better than any technical description could 
what sort of a job the American contractor 
had tackled. The plant as completed today 
is the biggest in the world ever built at one.

The cost of the buildings has 
been $7,500,000. Twelve milion feet of lum- 
ber have been used, 5,000,000 of bricks, 750,000 
feet of glass, and 40,000 square yards of pav- 


ing, or enough té pave a street three miles 


long. About 4,500 men were employed. - 
Putting up those building was a fight from 
the start. No svoner was one obstacle over- 
come than another popped up. In. the first 
‘place, the subcontractors wouldn't put on 
enough men. They had ten men on the job 
where a hundred would have been used in 
America, and when Stewart insisted on the 
force being doubled or quadrupled they 
wailed that they couldn't look after so many 
men. So they put the men.on and Stewart 
did the “ looking.’’ Sometimes they wanted 
to back out of their contracts, saying that 
they couldn’t buy the material and make 
any profit; so Stewart went out and bought 
it for them. When they said they couldn’t 
‘get some little job finished, he told them that 


“there was $100 extra in it for them if they 


did, and somehow the job was done on-time. 
When bulldozing worked best he bulldozed 
and held their “ penalties ’’ over their heads; 
when they seemed likely to stand out, he ca- 


joled. 


When. Mr. Stew&rt was asked with 
works, and the contractor built a line from 
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the depot to the grounds and ran a section of 
it into every building. Two hundred and 
fifty cartloads of stuff were coming in every 
day and Stewart’s little engine was kept 
breathless shunting it where it belonged, but 
the.supplies were not enough to keep pace 
with the work. The fault was the contract- 
ors’ again. They notified the American that 
they had shipped goods, whereas the men 
he sent flying to look them up found the stuff 
piled up in their yards. He insisted on all 


. his advices being sent by telegraph, and in- 


sisted, too, that every shipper supply the 


car numbers in which the stuff wassent, a ~ 


demand that never before had been made in 
Engtand. He had his men all over England 
following up cars. They called on railway 
superintendents and asked why cars didn’t 
get along faster, and kept hammering at the 
officials till they did something. . ; 
In dealing with his men he had first of all 
to fight their prejudice against him because 
he was a *‘damned Yankee.’’ The more they 


saw of him, though, the better they liked 


him. He made a policy of keeping every 
promise he made them. If.he said'he would 
pay a man extra, for a job the man got his 
pay. If he threatened to “ fire’ a man if 
he didn’t do better the man was fired. He 
paid his men two cents an hour above the 
union wages. _He allowed them “ walking 
time:’’—half an hour in the morning to get 


to.the works. He kept a supply of hot water |

Gave Them an Object Lesson. 
And he made them work as they had never 
dreamed of working before, and as none of

laborer for the decadence of British trade 
had ever dreamed that they could work. One 
reason was that Stewart isa practical man 
fimself. -He studied under his father, who 
was an architect, and them went out and 


and cut stone and do carpentering, as the 
men have discovered. 

The way in which heshook up the bricklay- 
ing part of the job is a fair specimen of the 
things he did to the men’s long accustomed 
Ways. When the work first began bricks 
were being Jaid as they are laid everywhere 
in England, at the rate of about 400 a day. 
There were no steam “ hoists’ for sending 
the brick up to the scaffolding and the men 
were using stiff mortar.

M. Zelanine again and again asked me to 
marry him, and I refused. I could see that 
dear, sad figure that stood between us that 
was invisible to him. The desire possessed 
me to return to Paris to die, to be buried 
next to Alexandra, whose life was forfeited 
to my mad mistake.

NOTICED that most of the critics in 
writing of this opera company after 
the first night alluded to Jim Fiske 
as the .chief.importer of French 
opera into New York.

To 
the late Jacob Grau, the uncle of Maurice, 
belongs the distinction of having introduced 
Tostée and: Ailmée to American audiences. 
These amusing singers made their first ap- 
pearance at the old Lyceum, now the Four- 
teenth Street Theater, in the days when 
Delmonico’s up-town house was at the cor- 
ner of Fourteenth street and Fifth avenue. 
The chief singers of the company that Fiske 
imported were Monteland and Scilli, two fat, 
unattractive French women, without much 
voice or much ability as actors. Tostée was 
a great artist in her line. She was not in 
her prime when she came to America, but she 
was still great. I shall never forget her last 
performance in New York. It was in the 
Academy of Music, no other place being big 
enough for the purpose. It was a benefit, and 
she sang acts from several of Offenbach’s 
operas. Not only was the house crowded 
from top to#bottom, but the lobbies were 
crowded out to the sidewalks. During the 
éntire performance the doors were left open 
so that the people who had bought standing 
room, but who could get no nearer than the 
street, could hear something of what was 
going on, and when the performance was 
over the excitement around the stage door 
was only equal to that on the night of 
Charlotte Cushman’s farewell to the stage. 

I said that I went to see this new company 
of French singers to renew my youth. 
Whether I have done that or not, I have 
certainly raked up memories, which, after 
all, takes a certain amount of courage. “‘ Re- 
newed my youth?” remarked a friend who 
had been up-to the Victoria. “ Indeed not.

_ LETTER OF THE MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. -

F all the extraordinary stories that 
have been current about King Ed@ 
ward, the most strange is undoubt- 
edly that now in circulation. to the 
effect that he has never partaken of 

the sacraments according to the rite of the 
‘Established Church of England. The re- 
port has even got into print in a number of 


English religious. papers, and is being active- | 


ly discussed in connection with the objec- 
tions entertained by the King to partake of 
the communion during the course of the 
“Goronation service. 

. There is absolutely no truth in this story. 
True, the King has never to my knowledge 
taken the communion at Chapel Royal, St. 
James’, when in town. But he has fre- 
quently done so at Sandringham, where he 
is extremely regular. in his attendance at 
the village church.’ It is a pity that some 
declaration to this effect cannot be made in 
England on the authority of the rector of 
Sandringham. For there is no doubt that the 
story now current will receive widespread 
belief; and that ‘it will ‘give uneasiness to 
those of his eulijomte who are religiously in- 
élined. 

It would not even need a declaration from 
the rector of Sandringham church, which, 
after all, might be contrary to the notions of 
what is fitting and right, since it would be 
equivalent to a mere country clergyman giv- 
ing e@ certificate of good conduct to one who 
is not only his sovereign but also the su- 
preme head of the Church of England. All 
that would be necessary would be for the 
London Times, or some equally reliable pa- 
per, to publish extracts from the memoirs 
and biographies of eminent prelates, such as 
Archbishops Tait and Benson of Canter- 
bury, Bishop Wilberforce of Winchester 


(popularly known as “ Soapy Sam"’), and 


Dean Stanley of Westminster Abbey, one 
ing how, during their frequent and pl 
visits to Sandringham they had erent 
the sacraments not only to Queen Alexandra 
and to her children but likewise to King 
Edward, or, as he was then, the Prince of 
Wales, in the little church at Sandringham.

The mid- 
winter season knows the most numerous 
house fires, aS a general thing, but midsum- 
mer only evidences a slightly lower rate of 
house Durning. ‘The deadly gasoline stove 
joes for the firemen in summer what the 
gverheated flue, stove, furnace, or steam- 
pipe accomplishes in the way of enabling 


weather. And the man and woman who. 
gre careless in the use—and abuse—of in- 
fammabie or incendiary materials and sub- 
#ances flourishes—and escapes being per- 
nally injured, often—al' the year round. 


Cause Usually Is “‘ Unknown.”’ 

The causes of these home-destroying 
“dwelling blazes are as numerous as they 
commonplace, generally speaking. Un- 
known ” is repated in the fire insurance pa- 
iro’'s report for January, 1902, no less than 
4 times in relation to the fires which ren- 
‘ fered Chicago. people homeless. “ Un- 
Shown,” according to experienced fire ex- 
perts, might often be replaced by “ incen- 
Gary” if the true origin of the fire could 
be traced at all. In many cases the fires do 
Mart In some roally unknown and mysteri- 
os Manner. But more often only the fact 
that the starting has been most skillfully 
accomplished hides the willful manner of 
their origin from common knowledge. There ~* 
were 118 of these “‘ unknown "’ house fires 
during the month of February, 1902, as 
against the slightly higher January record. 
In each and every one of these 118 cases 
Chicago families were burned. out of house 
and home. 

“Carelets use of matches " was reported 
as responsible for the origin of forty-six of 
thee January fires. This means that forty- 
Sx MMilies, to state the case in the lowest 
pemibie terms, suffered the loss of a home 
because come person or persons dropped an 
Seeinguished match in a heap of paper, or 
some similarly foolish, unthink- 
m@ trick. In twenty-one more cases the 
@mpination of children and matches cul- 
Biated in a like result. Defective flues fur- 
Mehed the cause of forty-one of these dwell- 


him to earn his salary hardly during the cold | 


or apartment-house bonfires. Defective 
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chimneys gave reason for thirty-three more. 
Sparks from other chimneys falling on ex- 
posed roofs resulted in twenty-six “ dwell- 
ing’’ blazes, ignited rubbish threw thirty- 
one families out into the chilly January 
weather. The ignition of gasoline, the ex- 
Pplosion of lamps, overheated stoves, fur- 
naces, and steam pipes, resulting from the 
**forcing’’ induced by the severe cold 
weather, the ignition of kerosene oil used 
for various purposes, the thawing of frozen 
water pipes, all these, and numerous other 
causes were responsible for some of the 
fires which brought homelessness and ruin 
to many Chicago families. Explosion of gas, 
brought about in various ways and manners, 
gave rise to many more, 


‘Turned Out Streets. 


The number of individuals turned out into 


the streets, oftentimes in the middle of the | 


night, through the nearly 2,000 house fires 
occurring since the Ist of last September, 
ranges all the way from two to thirty or 
even fifty people at one time. In one in- 
stance nearly forty Chicago people stood 
about a burning building, scantily clad and 
all but freezing, watching their homes burn 
up as the result of an explosion of gas in the 
basement, occurring nobody knew how. In 
another instance twenty-one cold, homeless, 
despairing Chicago people lost all that they 
possessed in consequence of an overheated 
steam pipe. For the others—— 

“Dwelling fires,”” says D. W. Gillen, 
twenty-six years a practical fire expert, ‘‘ are 
caused in large proportion by plain, ea aa 
everyday carelessness. People throw 
matches about without thinking or looking 
to see that they are extinguished; next day 
they bemoan the fact that they are home- 
less. Women who are terribly afraid of 
matches try their luck at cleaning garments 
with gasoline or paint with kerosene. A lit- 
tle carelessness, and another family is re- 
ported homeless. The gasoline stoves don't 
trouble us in the winter; they take up the 
work of keeping the firemen busy in the 
warm weather, when the overheated fur- 
naces and steam pipes and the women who 
thaw out frozen things with cloths soaked 
in kerosene are taking a vacation. But the 
carelessness is always busy somewhere and 
somehow, and it is more than anything else 
responsible for the nearly 5,000 Ohicago fam- 
ilies who find out what it to be themselves 


homeless through fire in the course of a 


year.” 
Ribbon Stocks Prove Dangerous. 


“To say that the ribbon stocks worn by 
the women have been responsible for mak- 
ing many Chicago families homeless sounds 
exaggerated,’’ declares another expert fire- 
fighter, ‘‘ but the statement is true, never- 
theless. In a great number of cases when 
we get right down to plain speaking, the 
fires which render families homeless have 
been caused by some combination of a wom- 
and, a pretty ribbon past its first youth, a 
hot iron, and a gasoline can. The ribbon is 
soaked in the gasoline or benzine, then it 
is laid out on a board and ironed. Some- 
times the ironer leads a charmed life and 
never knows her danger; in the other cases 
the firemen arrive in time to save some of 
the inmates of the house or building. There 
positively ought to bean ordinance relating 
to and forbidding the use of inflammable 
cleansing agents by people who don’t know 
their business, as well as another ordinance 
making it a criminal proceeding to throw 
a lighted match into a waste paper basket, 
or to leave matches, and so on, within reach 
of children.’’ 

‘Yes, and the women who wouldn’t rent 
a house or apartment in the same block with 


a cleaning-house will allow a hot stove, a 
‘lighted gas jet, and a big tub of benzine or 


gasoline in the same room with themselves 
without anxiety,’’ was the manner in which 
yet another man whose, life has been de- 
voted to fire fighting aired his views on the 


subject of home-destroying fires in Chicago. 
‘“‘But when it comes to a choice of real 


danger, give me the powder-house being 
fired by the enemy rather than the deadly 
combination of a woman, a pail of inflam- 
mable cleansing agent, and a heap of the 
soiled finery that she hopes to make as 
good as new.”’ 


Economy that Fxpensive. 


But Chicago men, in all quarters of the 
city, and Chicago women, in all localities 
alike, will insist upon throwing lighted 
matches about or on saving the cost of a 
cheaner’s bill at the risk of being homeless, 
and. this is why the “‘ dwelling ’’ fire records 
treat all parts of Chicago with true impar- 
tiality.. The firemen and fire watchers know 
well when to expect the fires from overheat. 
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ed chimneys ‘and gasoline stoves, but. the 


carelessness-caused conflagration, like the 
death which it so oftem causes, has all sea- 
sons for its own. The fact that certain 
neighborhoods, one after the other, will be 
visited by a succession of severe “ dwell- 


-ing’”’ fires is only explained by the recogni- 


tion of that element of mysterious, unex- 
plainable, cyclic repetition known to all the 
people who watch for such things. 

Hyde Park, during the last winter, had 
more than its seeming share of the severe 


‘house fires which leave families homeless. 


Before the Hyde Park series of disasters 
Lake View seemed the favorite spot of the 
dwelling-house fire. Before that, again, the 
West Side knew of the fire fiend who devas- 
tates homes most frequently. Just in the

Hard Lot of the Turned Out. 


The fate of the 2,000 families rendered 
homeless by fire during the last six months— 
the nearly 5,000 families who are yearly 
“burned out” in Chicago—can only be 
traced or outlined in the most genera! terms. 
Immediately after the disaster they are wel- 
comed into the homes of friends and neigh- 


over. 
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nothing of the insurance men, who may wish 
to find the families made homeless, often 
have great trouble in securing any trace of 
them almost before the home which once 
sheltered them has been destroyed. When 
warm, friendly enthusiasm occasioned by 
present disaster has been exhausted, how- 
the proposition which most of these 
families must face is serious indeed. Unique 
was the generous, whole-souled :andlord who 
came forward with a hundred-dollar bill for. 
each homeless. former tenant, as happened 
in Chicago not long ago. Often the families 
burned out have not even a penny of “ cov- 
ering ’’ insurance, not a dollar in the bank, 
not even a hope with which to begin life 
And to be homeless, penniless, desti- 
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tute in Chicago, to have clothes; furniture, 
personal betongings all burned up alike is to 
be in sore straits indeed. To a large number 
of the 2,000 families who have fled, home- 
less, before the fire from which they were 


fortunate to escape with their lives during . 


the last winter this is what it meant to be 
** burned out.’ 
And yet, once more to quote the words of a 


noted Chicago fire fighter and student, “the — 


‘dwelling’ fires average more. than 225 a 
month, always, the year round, in Chicago, 
and ‘ carelessness ’ most adequately accounts 
for the origin of nearly all of the devastat- 
ing, home-destroying, misery-bringing con- 
flagrations which throw whole famnies on 
the street, homeless, and which often cause 
versous loss of life as well.”

The bottom of the. valley is made up of 
great acres of saline deposits, beds of borax 
and salt, which, under a strong sunshine, 
present a ghastly appearance with their 
glistening whiteness. The bedrocks are 
shale and schist left from the Jura-triassic 
period, but a most extensive volcanic erup- 
tion hes so scattered and demoralized the 
various formations that widely different de- 
posits are often found within a few feet of 
ne another. There are dozens of craters of 
extintt volcdnoés in’ the valley, and, with 
their blackened ruins and coating of dark 
cinders, acres in area, the general whiteness 
of the valley bottoms stands out all the more 
Jonely ané ghastly. 

Death Valley lies in Inyo County, about 
250 miles from the nearest railroad, 350 
miles from the Pacific Ocean, and close be- 
side the Nevada-California State line. It. 
isa part of the Mojave and Colorado Des- 
erts, and is tHe quintessence of all that is 
melancholy, grim, and withered in desert 
characteristics. The valley proper is about 
100 miles long and 50 wide. | 
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_other sides and tops of the Sierras. 


The mirages of Death Valley are the most 
remarkable in the world. Every day in any 
season one sees among the parched hills 
and scalde@ mountain sides, phantasmic 
pictures, miles in area, of foaming mountain 
streams, sylvan shades, alfalfa fields, and 
browsing cattle—scenes reflected from the 
Occa- 
sionally scenes from the Pacific Ocean may 
be reflected on the mirage#, and sailing 
ships and tossing waves may be seen amid 
the shimmering desolate sand hills and alkali 
cafions of Death Valley. The Indians call 
the mirages the Big Spirit’s pictures. Some- 
times in the hottest weather the mirages 
will remain floating wonderfully distinct 
in the valley for a day at a time, but gen- 
erally it lasts only a few minutes. Then 
the phantasma vanishes in a twinkling, to be 
soon succeeded by another—until as many as 


seven different mirages have — seen there 


in one day. 


Most Deadly Send Stornis. 


Sand-storms are a serious thing on the 
Colorado and Mojave deserts, but nowhere 
do they approach the deadliness of a sand- 
storm in Death Valley. The simoons of the 
Arabian deserts are well known in litera- 
ture, but the present explorers of Death Val- 
ley say the simoons are mere babes by the 


Hideous 


side of a howling gale of hot sand in this 
place. The hot air rising from the cafions 
and bottoms: of the valleys encounters the 
cold atmosphere currents from the Sierras 
and ‘Rockies, and the rushing of the cooler 
air into the valley instantly creates a storm 
undreamed of in any other part of the world. 
For hours at a time the sand-storm rages; 
occasionally for a day and a-night. Nothing 
alive can brave the hurricane. The man who 


will keep close within @ tent, with his head . 


wrapped in a blanket, will survive, but he 
will suffer with heat almost as severely as 
if in an oven, and for days thereafter with 
pain from smarting nestrils: and inflamed 
eyes and ears, Old-time plainsmen, who 
know about all the hardships that man's 
anatomy can. experience, are a unitin saying 


that the desert sand-storm, more particular- 


ly a Death Valley sand-storm, is the most 
trying physical ordeal. The mountains, 
which bulwark Death Walley, show the ter- 
rific erosion of their flinty faces by succes- 
sions of these tempests. Here and there are 
starved grease-root plants, like stunted, 
starved trees that have been half-buried in 
sand during these storms. Many aman who 
‘has been a desert teamster or a mining pros- 


pector has: suffered chronic inflammation of 


the eyes by reason of hawing experienced one 
of these whirlwinds of aikali sand.

by the intense evaporation, and large for- 
tunes have been made by Californians, who 
haul the product across the desert to the 
railroad station in- Mojave. 


-_.Grewsome Name’s Origin. 
Death Valley gets its name from _ its 
ghastly aspect, its desolation, and its dead- 
ly effect upon many a venturesome or ig- 
norant mining prospector who has attempt- 
ed to cross it in summer, and who has died 
Among all the tales of grim 
hardships and dreadful suffering by emi- 
grants to California before there were rail- 


‘roads west of the Missouri River, none is so 
‘pitiful as that of the party who got lost in 


ouse Death 


Death Valley in 1849. There were 500 emi- 
grants in a caravan at Salt Lake City in 
August of that year. All were going to the 
gold fields in California. A division, of opin- 
ion arose as to the safest and easiest trail 
across the trackless plains and the Sierras: 
to the new El Dorado. Some 200 of the 
party struck out for the southeast:and found 
the old Santa Fé trail, which finally led them 
to southern California. The rest went plod- 
ding in a caravan across the wastes.of south- 
ern Utah. There was nothing to show them 
the way through the lifeless roasting val- 
leys, past the bald mountains, and then west- 
ward over the towering Sierras. 

The caravan was in the land-of thirst. For 
four months the starving, half-crazed:- men 
and women wandered -hither yon 
through the region of horror, seeking some 
pass between the mountains to the Pacific 
Ocean. Mirages led them vainly milesaway — 
from the trail. Their wagons fell apart from 
dryness, and horses daily fell under a with- 
ering heat. The oxen fell, and stalwart men 
sickened and died in. the camps. day 
nine young men became separated from the 
main party, and years later their whitened 
bones. were found. in an extinct. volcanic 
crater, where they had crawled in their de- 
lirium and weakness. For,days the gaunt, 
weak men in the party went. without. food.” 
The days were too hot for them: to be.out in . 


the-sun, and thay confined their efforts to 
‘the nights for finding paths that might nih 


out of the roasting-tomb. 


‘At last eighty-two of the original party 
—now mere skeletons and so weak that they 
could . scarcely walk—found a passageway 
through the Funeral Mountains, and, sum- 


moning all.their little remaining strength, - 


managed to get up and out of Death Valley 
into the cool and well watered region of 
southern California, beyond the Sierras. One 


of the party, the Rev. J. W. Grier, weighed 


188 po@nds when he left Salt Lake City, and 
when. he reached Los Angeles eighteen weeks 
later his weight was down to 92 pounds. Two 
‘of his brothers and one of his sisters-in-law 
died during the awful journey. 


Army Otficer’s Fate.

Practice Singing.

Uusually the exercise of singing will round 
out the chest, and vocalism is one of the 
surest ways to get a full bust. Singers are 
nearly always fat in the bust, and this is at- 
tributed to vocal exercise. 

But all cannot sing; and for these whe 
cannot sing it is not pleasant to practice. 
There must be other methods adopted, for 
¢he bust must be shaped. 

The flat bust is the one tdature that is 
never pretty. It is contrary to the set laws 
of nature, and it is something | that invaria- 
bly fails of grace. 

On the bther hand, the round, full bust is 
a beautiful portion of one’s anatomy, and 
the chest that is well rounded, under a weil 
fitted gown, is a thing to bring envy to the 
sohl of the woman who lacks it. . 

“If I were perfectly flat in the chest and 
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She may even do - 
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‘@ woman,” wrote an old beauty scribe in a 


now ancient book, published at the beginning 
of the nimeteenth century, ‘‘I- would never 
stop exercising with my arms until I had 
filled’ out.’’ 

Massage, with the system of rubbing in 
the oils and ointments, was unknown in 
those days, but the old beauty culturist 
knew that in exercise lay muscle, and he 
sought to build up the bust by muscular ex- 
ercise, and in no other way.

As the Goddess of Liberty. - 


Take the pose which is called by the phys- 
ical culturists “‘ the Goddess of Liberty ” 
pose. A weight is taken in the hand and 
the arm is stretched to the limit above the 


head, precisely as Miss Liberty holds the 


torch down in New York harbor. 
The weight is lowered and lifted again 
until the arm feels fatigued. Then the sub- 


-ject rests. Something has been done toward 


bust development. 

Another exerpise is that of stretching the 
arm/out at the side. a familiar motion. A 
weight is held in the hand, and possibly in 
the fingers. This. strengthens the wrist at 
the same time, for, where the bust is unde- 
veloped, the arms and wrists will generally 
be found flabby, if not actually lean. 

This motian of lifting the weight and 
thrusting it out at one side is a good one, 
and can be practiced with one arm and then 


with the other, with a hand resting on one 


hip to steady it. This is called Sandow's 
lift. 

A fine movement for broadening the chest 
is found tn the arm and neck gestures. The 
hands are clasped behind the head and the 
head is thrown backward. The elbows are 
directly out and lifted squarely at each side. 
It is a stretching movement and exercises 
every muscle there is in the chest. 

The Oil Bath. 

Now comes the time for the massage. 
With quick hands an attendant goes over 
the skin lightly with a soft towel, and then 


begins upon the rubbing movement. The 


hand is filled with oil, sweet, olive, cocoa oil, 
or a mixture of melted wax and sweet oll, 
making a cold cream. Cold cream is 


good for this purpose, and nothing could be 


better than white vaseline, though it ia 
your empty vaseline bottles with it. 

Have you ever tried melting a little bottle 
of white vaseline by setting itin hot water, 
and then, while it is fluid, stirring in three 
drops of oil of geranium and a little pure 
olive oil, half as much as there is vaseline? 
Let cool in a little porcelain-lined jar, or fill 
your empty vaseline bottles with it. 

A good massage cream for the bust 
consists of two ounces of leaf lard, two 
ounces of olive oil, two drops of attar of 
roses, and enough white wax to bring to the 
consistency of cream. A piece as big as a 
walnut may be required. This will keep in- 
definitely. 

But if you have no.cold cream and wish to 
begin the massage at once, take your vase- 
line, make it sweet with a little of your best 
cologne, about half a teaspoonful stirred in 
the melted vaseline, and begin. 

Rub the chest thoroughly with the mix- 
ture, not using strength enough to reduce 
the fat, but rubbing in the rotary manner, so 
that the cream is kneaded in, not with force, 
but gently. 

You will be surprised to find Shed much 
cream you can rubin, working in this way. 


You can absorb or rub in ahandfulin fifteen - 


minutes, for the heat of the hand keeps the 
cream soft and the skin, with its open pores, 
dries it readily. 

This is such a necessary part of the bust 
development that it must never be omitted. 

While exercise is fine, massage is even 
finer. If the patient has taken these move~ 
ments until she is all in a glow she will need 
an oil bath. Not a water one, you under- 
stand, but a real bust bath of oil, in which a 
great deal of fat, vegetable and animal, is 
rubbed into her skin. | 

Let us understand that she has exercised 
‘until she is all warm, the perspiration is just 
starting out upon theskin, and sheis tingling 
from head to foot; and if she is not used to 
exercise shre is a little out of breath. : 
. If the skin is oily the grease can be removed 
with a soft cloth. A hot water bath can be

This ‘one window is significant of Chi- 
cago’s part in church building in America. 
At the same time the shop and equipment 
of the stained window manufacturer are 
so inconspicuous, in general, as scarcely to 
attract passing attention to them. . 

It is from a plain, obscure, two-story build- 
ing in Milwaukee avenue thst this San 
Francisco window will go out, and Hugo 
Eberhardt, who conducts the business, is 
one of the least pretentious of men. He was 


. schooled in stained window work in Ger- 


many, however, and he turns his hand to 
any necessity in the intricate processes. 
In making windows of stained g'ass, the 
basis of Computation for cost is the square 
foot. A contractor may get a window for 


forty centa a sequare foot or he may pay 


$3 a square foot. The window may be 
wholly in mosaic work or it may have paint- 
ed figures put into it. Its glass may be ‘im- 


ported from Germany or be of American 
make, and its hundreds of pieces may be set 
into a framework of lead, zine, or copper. 
According to its intricacy of design, the qual- 


ity of the glass, the painting of figures, and : 


the metal into which the window is set, the 
prices rule low or high. 


In the making of a window, the architect * 


gives its shape and dimensions. He may 
suggest a group, a figure, or.a design which 
is to ornament it. He asks for a design for 
the whole window, drawn in outline and col- 
‘ored. This design is all in free hand work. 
It is shaded in water colors and the wide 


range of colorsin manufaetured glass makes | 


anything possible in glass that is possible in 
paint. 

A drawing for a window may take two 
days of an artist’s time, and he gets about 
$25 apiece for each design. When the de- 
sign has been accepted its outlines, actual 


size, are transferred to great sheets of pat- 


tern paper. In the designing of windows 
and window sections lines are drawn right 
and left around the center of the design, so 
that as far as possible a piece*of glass cut

Tapping it 
with the metal stub of the cutter, the glass 
is broken through till it presents the clear- 
cut figure of the paper patitern.

Where figures of any kind appear in the 
window design they are drawn just as are 
the patterns for mosaics. For the flesh tints 
of'saint or prophet, for instance, glass in the 
lightest of flesh tints would be chosen, the 
shadow effects to be shaded in with the 
brush. There may be a hundred pieces of 
glass in an intricate, life-size group. These 
pieces, with the cut pattern, are turned over 
to the stainer. He has an easel of glass, 
turned to the light, and on its surface he 
sticks the pieces making up the picture, each 
in its place. In this way, by transmitted 
light, he does his coloring. Nearly all these 
figure pieces are of German imported glass, 


made to stand heat effectively, and the dif-_ 


ference in cost between this and the Amer- 
ican glass may be as much as 70 cents a 
square foot. 

When the figure work in a window has 
been painted the pieces must be “ fired.” 
The kiln is similar to that used for firing 
china. It has a series of iron shelves biillt 
up above the firepot, and on each of these

an- inch deep. Glasa to be fired is laid on 


this, then more plaster and more glass may 


be laid on until the whole shelf space is full. 
Heat is most intense at the top and the glass 
most impervious to it is put there; the glass 
most likely to crack ig put on the bottom 
shelf. From three to five hours the fire 
is maintained, and then two-hours allowed in 
which the glass slowly cools.* Not till the 
kiln is emptied does the fireman know haw 
much trouble is ahead for the works. On 
an average only one piece in fifty breaks, 
but if only one piece does crack the whole 
original figure must be put back again on 
the glass easel in order that the duplicate 


piece may be painted. 


When a window design is colored and 
complete in its glass sections it is ready to 
be put together. For this purpose strips of 
metal, suggestive of the “TT” railroad rail, 
are used. Hdges of the glass slip into the 
sides of these metal strips, which are bent 
to the shapes of the glass, and as the pat- 
tern is built up, the ends of these strips 
are soldered fast to other ends of metal.
